By Credit in Trade, I mean, one Tradef=. : 
man buying ef another to fell sgain: And the “a 
Credit thus given is the Occation of the vaft 2s 
Circulation of Inland Trade in this Nation, oe 
which could not otherwife be carry’d on, 
and in which perhaps England out-goes, 
not any only, but all the Nations in the 
World. 

This Credit is divided into two Parts. 


1. Perfonal Credit. 
2. Paper Credit. 


What I call Perfonal Credit, is, whenT 
fell another Tradefman a Quantity of Goods, 
having Faith enough in his Charaéter, as to 
his Trade, his Honeftvy or his Subftance, 
to believe I fhall be paid, and fo am content 
to give him Time. 

I call that Paper Credit, when either 
Banks, Companies, Exchequers, publick 
Offices, Cafh-keepers, Goldfmiths, or pyt- 
vate Perfons, give Notes at Demand, or 
Notes at Time, or Bills upon Intereft for 
running Cath, 

All thefe being Heads, which I fhall ia 
courfe come ro treat particularly, and per- 
haps largely of, Tonly touch ac them here, 
in order to introduce another Article, which 
being an Accident to Credit in Trade, yet 
lics under fume Neceffity of being difeours’d 
of at prefent, becauie it comes juft now 
upon the Stage 5; and this is what Ke 
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“INSOLVENCY, a general Word including 
@[) the common Terms of Breaking, Fail- 
ing, Halting, &c, in, Trade, which is, when 
a Tradefman being not able, or otberwife 
navi and not willing, to pay his juft Debts, 
js forc’d to put a Stop to his Trade, and 
erhaps being purfu’d by the Creditor, 1s 
forc’d for his Perfonai Safety to avoid or 
‘keep out of the Way And this we 
call a Bankrupt. 

Two Exceffes are generally the Atten- 
.daats of this Circumftance, and are indeed 
the great Grievance of it, which render it 
both more fcandalous and alfo more fre- 
quent, than otherwife it would be among

“Firft, Fraudulent Bankrupcy. 
Secondly, Furious and inexorable Credi- 


tors. 

Tbe Firft makes many an honeft Man be- 

come aBankrupts The Second making no 
Diftinétion between the honeft and fraudu- 
fentBankrupts, treats the really neceffitous, 
aand the willfully and villzinoufly infolvent 
Debtor with the fame Rigour, and is che 
Caufe of many unhappy Families Deftrudti- 
on in this Nation. 

Iforefee, I fhall difpleafe fome, whofe 

Merchandize has been in the Blood of Deb- 
-tors, and who havenot thel eaft Tin@ure of 
«Compaffion in their Natures, when I come 
to draw to the Life fome of the Barbarifms 
of our modern Siatute Huncers; but they 
that know any thing of the Author of this 
Paper, know he has never apply'd himfeif 
to pleafe even the greateft, aor been atraid 
wf dilpleafing the higheft iq the Nation, 
when the Affair he writes upon requires it; 
aai they will have no Reafon to expedt fo 
much Pargial:ity in their Favour, that he 
ould begin bere. 

Mor perhaps fhatl he pleafe all the impa- 
stient Cravings’ of ¢he mortify’d Debtors, 
when chey {eek Connivance beyend Rea-
